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LET’S DO A LITTLE THINKING. 


The results from 
yesterday’s 
election 
locally, 
need 
no 
comment. 
Again 
is 
demonstrated the futility and absurdity of 
carrying national party lines into munici­ 
pal affairs and 
selecting 
candidates for 
city offices solely on party alignment. 
That the voters themselves realize the 
foolishness of the procedure is demonstrat­ 
ed clearly by the returns, not only as to the 
candidates elected, but by the wide vari­ 
ance of votes received by all. Never before, 
say veteran election officials, was there so 
much scratching of ballots. 
In one ward 
precinct out of the first fifty votes counted 
there were but nine

It’s bad if he 
does and worse If he doesn’t, and in the 
end the final decision is rendered by the 
invincible cohorts 
like 
those of the first 
ward precinct mentioned above, who fol­ 
low the orders 
of the 
party 
bosses and 
“ vote ’er 
straight,” 
without 
“rime 
or 
reason.” 
Isn’t Sedalia about tired of this sort of 
thing? 
Isn’t it time that something was 
done to remedy it? 
Shall the citizens of 
Sedalia, who want the best in city govern­ 
ment,—^working men and women, business 
men, property 
owners,

green. 
Speculation on the Bourse ceased 
to be a means of livelihood for the masses. 
The Austrian army, which had been the 
Red Guard of the revolution of 1918, ceas­ 
ed to look like 
scarecrow’s and began to 
look like soldiers. 
The government, the 
municipality and even private persons be­ 
gan to build houses. 
The middle classes 
w’ere able to spend their holidays abroad. 
Through trains from Vienna to the Riviera 
began to run. 
In 
August the 
watering 
places of the continent from Abbazia on 
the Adriatic to Heringsdorf on the Baltic 
w’ere crow’ded with Austrians. 
Last, but 
not least, whipped 
creamy without which 
Vienna could not really be Vienna, reap­ 
peared in the morning coffee in the coffee 
houses.” 
All this is due solely to the League of 
Nations, which came to the rescue of Aus­ 
tria just at the time 
when 
Austria was 
headed straight for destruction and hope 
seemed all but gone. Almost a miracle has 
been performed 
and 
it is well that the 
American people should read about that 
miracle and be given full information re­ 
garding it. The agency which has brought 
it about still lacks teh aid and cooperation 
it should have from us.

MAPLE SWEETS 


A XTONE 'rho lies had the thril' 
x * of a visit to a maple sugar 
camp when the sap is being gath­ 
ered and boiled and has poured the 
delectable sirup over a pan of clean 
snow and eaten the waxy del icio m - 
ness, has indeed experienced one of 
the joys of early spring in the 
North country. 
One may boil the sirup at home 
and serve it on k n o w or ice, but tb* 
surroundings are lacking. 
The air 
like wine, the great woods, the 
song of the chickadees and the 
t-mell of the boiling ^ap in the open 
can never be imagined if not once 
experienced. 
There are many fine dishes whl h 
may be prepared from maple sugar 
■or sirup; as a filUng for cake, maple 
sugar or simp it is delicious. 
Maple FiMing.—Take one cupful 
of maple sirup or sugar—if rugar 
add one cupful of sour cream—if 
sirup is used add one-third less of 
cream. 
Boil until waxy and stir 
in one cupful or less of broken nut 
meats. Hickory or pecans are best. 
Beat untii smooth and firm rnough 
to stay on the cako. 
A buttered 
paper collar extending two Inches 
above the cake may be pinned 
around it and the frosting or tiding 
while soft poured on. 
Allow it to 
become firm before removing tbe 
collar.

WASHINGTON, April 4.—The sen* 
ate committee Investigating the offi­

reached out today in several new di­ 
rections. 
Having failed to indu< e Mal S. 
Daugherty, brother of the former at­ 
torney general, to come here, with 
records of his 
W ashington 
Court­ 
house, Ohio, bank, the committee de­ 
cided to make a trip to Ohio to en­ 
force Its demands that the hank’s 
books be thrown open to it. 
The date of the trip is yet to be 
fixed. 
From Secretary W eeks the com­ 
m ittee men received a batch of army 
air 
service 
records 
bearing 
on 
charges of failure to prosecute wa 
time frauds. 
The documents were 
examined in executive session, and 
the secretary’s personal appearance 
for questioning 
was 
delayed 
until 
later. 
Senator 
W heeler, 
prosecutor of 
the inquiry, then called to the stand 
J. E. Dyche, now' an Oklahoma City 
prohibition agent and formerly war­ 
den of the Atlanta penitentiary, who 
testified about narcotic prosecutions. 
Among other things he said he had 
“kept after” H eber Votaw, superin­ 
tendent of prisons in the justice de­ 
partm ent, for nearly a year trying to 
get him to send agents to stop drug 
trafficking. 
Votaw is a brother-in-law of the 
late President Harding. 
The questioning of Dyche, who re­ 
cently testified before the oil com­ 
mittee, marked a departure of the in­ 
vestigation 
into 
an 
entirely new 
field. He complained in detail about 
failure of the justice departm ent to 
curb the drug traffic, particularly at 
the Atlanta prison. 
The witness said there w’ere 650 
violators of the narcotic law in the 
prison when he went there. 
Drugs 
came into 
the 
prison 
in 
various 
ways, he said, and many convicts be­ 
came addicts after their conviction. 
There was evidence that some of the 
guards took in the narcotics, lie said. 
A fter he had urged Votaw for a year 
to do something, he declared W. J. 
Burns 
finally 
sent 
three “under 
cover” 
men. Four 
prison guards 
finally 
were indicted 
but none of 
them convicted. 
Votaw 
came 
down 
when 
the 
guards W'ere indicted and insisted to 
the U. 
S. attorney in 
his hearing

four were tried, Dyche said. 
“Did he assign any reason?” asked ; 
Senator W heeler. 
“ Unfortunately the m atter insisted 
on getting into the papers.
